Dog Fouling of Paths and Amenity Areas in the Village 


I am sure you cannot heave avoided being aware of the increase in the amount 
of dog fouling on the footpaths and grassed areas in the Village. It would 
appear that a proportion of inconsiderate dog owners have no regard for 

the health of our children or the general cleanliness of our Village. 

There is a fine of up to £100 for this offence, so it is up to us all to 
establish who the culprits are and endeavour to get this fine imposed.

of the fact that to leave dog fouling on the path/grass could harm the 

child equally, if not more so, by blinding it.

Over the Xmas period the litter bins were continually used as overspill bins 
for some residents’ domestic refuse. May I remind residents that these
